Quite a few joined the I. W. W., and tomorrow 
I have called an oin-n meeting in the Dominion 
Hall and they will all come in if they can get 
the monev that is coming to them. I would 
have got all the bunch, but I am sure they are 
coming when they get settled up, as they all 
have from two weeks to 45 day» coming. 

Xow, 1 might say the general puri»ose of my 
opening meetings Is to get all hands together, 
as at present there are a great number of all 
classes of mechanics coming here, as it Is a 
new city starting to build, and no doubt you 
are liosted on the enormous prices paid for lots 
at the sale In Vancouver and Victoria. Quite 
u number .of contractors arc coming here tn 
everv line and they visit me often, and they 
are all unanimous that "now is the time for all 
hands to have a proper understanding. My 
slogan Is a solid I. W. W. for all wage workers 
Let the contractors look after themselves, but 
if we are solid they know where they are at.

JUDAS 1SCARIOT UP TO DATE 

The trade unions aid the employing class to mislead the workers Into the 
1 belief thai the working class have interests In common with their employers. 
Many of the leaders of the American Federal tou of Labor have long since 
lost all pride and all shame. They are open and notorious scabs, and glory 
in scabbery and its twin-sister "patriotism." Grant Hamilton is a professional 
scab organizer. He went to Goldn> Id.. Nevada, when there was only the one 
Union In the camp — the Western Federation aud the I. W. W. Hamilton was 
imported into Goldfleld by the mine-owners and had quarters With the mine- 
owners' association. Hamilton orenly bragged and wrote long articles glory- 
ing in the fact that in less than two weeks, he had broken the workers up into 
fourteen separated unions. Wage* also dropped ' a"bout 40 per cent la the 
meantime. The average member of the American Federation of Labor knows 
little about his union. The A. F. of L. might be "affiliated" with the seven 
year itch or the smallpox for all the average member would know. Labor 
union! Hum! Taft is a member of the Steam Shovelers' Union. There would 
be as much sense and consistency in a shovel stiff pretending to be a genuine 
member of the board of directors of a bank. The organizers of the A. F. of 
L. has scabbed rei>eatedly on the industrial union. The A. F. of L. has scabbed 
on the Western Federation of Miners and on the Industrial Workers of the 
World. The company union, the so-railed International Brotherhood of Woods- 
men and Sawmill Workers is even now busy trying to scab the I. W. >V. out 
of existence in Montana. Is this a fact? If any man doubt this statement 
let him to to Missoula, or to any one of a dozen towns and places in Montana, 
where the lumber companies compel the hands to take out cards in the inter- 
national. Go to Darby, or to St. Regis, or, to Heron, or Missoula, or Potomac, 
or Kalispell, or Somers. or Eureka, or Fortlne and dimply ask the lumber 
Jacks about this scab international. Don't take our word for this thing. But 
think of a "unon" that the company compels a worker to Join! A lumber 
Jack is told to join this scab A. F. of L. bunch or roll his blankets. To the 
undying credit of the lumber workers of Montana, thousands of them have 
hit the road on an empty stomach this last winter rather than pollute 'them- 
selves by carrying a card in a scab organization paid for by the' lumber com- 
panies to keep down wages, to lengthen hours and to yeah on the I. W. W. 

It is Interesting to note that the last number of the "Labor World." the 
A. F. of L. organ for Spokane, has a front pa*e article signed by Roach, the 
"General Organizer" of the American Federation of Labor. This article In 
the Labor World refers to a convention held lately in Missoula. This is a 
home guard bunch. One of the rules laid down by this "convention" was that 
only Montana "realdente" could be officers in the scab union. Have you got 
that, you hoboes? Wilburn is the secretary-treasurer of thU outfit. 

It would take too long to tell of all the foul treachery of Gompers. of 
Mitchell, of Taft. of Roosevelt and all the members of the A. F. of L. and their 
leaders. The next thing we will likely hear from some of our socialist friends 
who belong to the A. P, of L.., will be that while there is no denying that the 
international Is a scab union: that they have scabbed. time and again on the 
I..W. W. In Montana, it will be all right If they all vote for some one In a 
few years. 

The American Federation of Labor was founded at the Instigation of the 
employing clans to down the Knights of Labor, and divide the workers. There 
are many thousands of honest manly men in the A. F. of L. who simply do not 
know what they belong to. The leaders and disorganize™ of the A. F. of L. 
f.ght any attempt to unite the working people Into one union. The employers 
are the friends of the A. F. of L.. as against the industrial union. The A. F. 
of L. is a bosses' union! they carry their masters' flag aud are kicked and 
starved by their masters. 

Workers of the World, Unite! Thel. W. W. Is the way to unite. A man 
Is not necessarily a good man simply because he has an I. W. W. card in his 
pocket, and a man Is not necessarily a bad man because he carries an A. F. 
of L. card. Beware of prejudice and bigotry.

You 
Spokane men who are members of No. 12.222 and 11.624. would it not be better 
to have the teamsters in the same union with you?

You are not afraid 
the poor boss will starve, are you? And will your family be warm and well 
fed all winter, when the boss Is down in Florida or California? The I. W. W. 
Is a matter of common sense. The organizers of the A. F. of L. are enemies 
of the man who works for wages from Mitchell down to Tommy Maloney. By 
the way. how long Is It since Tom did a day's work? 

We ask all fair-minded workingmen to read the statement from the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Lumbermen's Unions of the 7. W. W., on page 3 of this 
week's Issue of the Industrial Worker, and then read the article from the 
A. F. of L. paper, "the Labor World," alongside It. Look into the thiug for 
yourself and then . see which is the Workers' Union— the I. W. W. or the 
Union (?) of Mr. Taft. Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Bryan and Mr. Roach.

A circular hris i»een lesued by three men at a place called Bingham Canyon, 
Utah. This was jaddrcssefl to the Industrial unions of the I. W. \\\. and asks 
that delegates be sent from the I. W. W. to the convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners Inl July, "in order to have an understanding as to 
political action."! etc.. etc.| The position of the I. W. W. is entirely clear and 
is stated in our preamble. We have suffered in the past from the attempts 
of bickering politicians to make a stamping ground of business meetings of 
our unions. A man's religion or politics are his own concern, but we do not 
favor polltlcnl or religion* squabbles and divisions In the uhlon. These men 
In Utah claim to] represent a local union of the I. W. W.— "No. 99.* The Gen- 
eral Secretary-Treasurer has no record of any union in Bingham Canvon since 
1906. As for the convention of. the W. F. of M.. we would like to see them 
reinstated in the I. W. }vV. as the National Industrial Union of the metal 
mining Industry.! but political squabbles, and religious bigotry simply divide 
the workers. This will serve ns notice to all industrial unions of the I. W. W. 
both here and abroad that there is no local union of the I. W. W. at Bingham 
Canyon. The circular enjanntes from private persons, probably, and for per- 
sonal reasons. 



Although the employe.,. t,„ not respect the laws they have made them- 
selves, some people, huve (the nerve to tell us they would respect the laws if 
this or that iwlltlcal parjty made the laws. Here Is a aamplo of the law- 
abiding employing class civilized plans of action. This Is from an employers' 
paper, the San Francisco 'Chronicle, aud 1* relative to the strike of the mill 
workers at McCloud. California: 

District Attorney Luljtrell declared today that the men Imiioricd by the 
company to act as guards) were not deputy sheriffs nor had they been author- 
ized to carry firearms. It developed that Sheriff Howard had supplied Presi- 
dent Queal with several score of blank warrants for the appointment of deputy 
sheriffs and the company's bookkeeper had filled them out with the namea of 
the men hired from the ahency In 8a n Francisco. The warrants were signed 
by Howard and vfere then sent to Yreka to be recorded and filed at the County 
Clerk's office. Lltttrell sa|d that he drew the attention of the county officials 
to the fact that tjhe law prohibited the appointment of any person to the post 
of deputy sheriff |who was hot an elector and therefore.a resident of the county. 
Howard was therefore nojlflcd to Inform the men that they had no authority 
as peace officers jnnd werejnot such in any sense of the word. They have been 
supplied with arms by the company and are acting aa watchmen on the prop- 
erly of the corporation, but they have no police authority further than pos- 
sessed by any clijlzen. 

Roach, the general organizer of the American Federation of Labor, haa 
been in Spokane] after attending a gathering at Missoula. Montana, June — . 
This assembly was for the purpose of putting the "international" scab union 
under the "protection*' ofj the A. F. of I* Roach held several meetings of. 
separated unions, in 8poknne and told his hearers that the I. W. W. is the' 
enemy of the working people end that the separations are the "real things" 
to help the workers. His remarks on the building Industry were Instructive!?) 
"It is all right for the brick layers to stay at work while the carpenters are 
striking: ail right for thd hod-carriers to work when the plasterers are on 
strike; every craft should! stand alone, and it is not right for all the men. on 
the one building! to belong to the same union." The Spokane carpenters

To tho Lumber Workers of Western Montana. 

Fellow Worktrt— As we are not allowed ton 
the Companies' ground to talk to you in re- 
gards to conditions that exist at the present 
time, we have written this leaflet with the hope 
that we may be able to get H into your hands 
and thus explain a few matters which pertain 
to your present and, more especially, your 
future welfare, as well as the welfare of all 
wage earners In this* country. 

Were our organizers or secretaries allowed 
to visit you in the bunk house, where you are 
paying rent for the privilege of existing in this 
so-called land of freedom, it would be unneces- 
sary to write to you. 

To begin with, we have two unions In the 
Lumber Industry of Western Montana. One is 
known as the International Brotherhood of 
Woodsmen and 8awmlll Workers, of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and the other is the 
I. W. W. (Industrial Workers of the World). 

The first one is very much loved by the Big 
Blackfoot Milling Comp.nv. and other Lumber 
Companies of Western Mcntana. It is only 
natural that the Big Blackfoot Milling Com- 
pany, which is the Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany of Butte, which again is the Standard Oil 
Company of Rockefeller, Rogers o\ Company 
(the richest corporation in the world), should 
love it, when we stop to realize that this Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Scabs assisted the 
companies to defeat the Industrial Workers in 
the spring of 19C8, when the members of the 
I. W. W. were on strike to maintain their nine- 
hour scale and the wages that they had been 
getting for the previous year, and which, re- 
member, the I. W. W. men had won by a strike 
in the spring of 1907. 

No crime was committed by the I. W. W. 
men (who represented over 90 per cent of the 
workers in the lumber industry) by going on 
itrike to maintain their wage scale, and thus 
maintain a higher standard of living for the 
workers. No intelligent body of men could do 
anything else than try to keep what they had 



cially in view of the fact that lumber had not 
gone down In price, but to the contrary, had 
raised, as had also everything else that the 
wage-worker must have to keep life in his body. 

It was Impossible for the lumber companies 
to whip us into line alone, and they realized 
this, when they brought into existence the 
capitalist ally— the International. 

"Divide and Conquer. 

The latest method on the part of the em- 
ployers, to defeat the workers. Is to pit one 
set of workers against the other; and today we 
find ourselves in this awful position of fight- 
ing each other, to the glorious satisfaction of 
the master class, as he realizes that we can 
accomplish nothing, divided as we are, and the 
fact that our bosses love the International is 
proof that such an organization is no good, 
and it is not being run for the benefit of the 
workers, but, on the contrary, can assist no 
one but the employers and the fakirs at the 
head of the union, who are engineering the 
scab concern. 

This is the 20th century, fellow wo me re, and 
it should not require much intelligence to know 
that shorter hours and higher wages mean less 
profits, and that the interests of the wage- 
worker is not the sama as the employers'; one 
wants profits, yes, more and more profits; 
there Is no limit to the size of the profits, and 
ail of it must come from labor. 

The wage-earner wants wages, more and 
more wages, to meet the ever-increasing prices 
of commodities, which the trusts (of which the 
owners of the Big Blackfoot Lumber Company 
are leading lights) exact from the workers. 

These two interests are opposed to each 
other, and who ever heard of one army loving 
the opposing army, when the interests of one 
were against the other? 

One of the main stockholders in the Standard 
Oil Company recently gave evidence in court 
to the effect that the Standard Oil Company 
had realized 1,000 per cent profit in one state 
in the last year. This may not seem of any 
importance to the average lumber worker, but 
it ia significant when you stop to realize that 
the great majority of lumber workers in West- 



ern Montana are actually working for the 
Standard Oil Company, and that this company, 
under the name of the Big Blackfoot Milling 
Company are desirous of, and in fact are, driv- 
ing men from pillar to post, because they re- 
fuse to join their pet 8cab Union — THE IN- 
TERNATIONAL. 

Let us reason with ourselves, and ask: Why 
all this love for a labor union by capitalists? 
Is it really because the masters love the work- 
ing class that they are so anxious to see us 
organize?.. Is not the history of the labor move- 
ment of America one stream of crimes com- 
mitted against the workers, by profit mongers, 
who are eternally looking for more and more 
profits? The bull-pens of Colorado and Idaho, 
the deportations of thousands of men, the 
Homestead slaughter, Hazleton, Pa., where 
rren were shot down like dogs, in a peaceable 
parade on a public street, by armed thugs, the 
soldiers that have, always been thrown against 
the workers when a strike occurred for better 
conditions, and the numerous injunctions that 
have been issued against labor to deter them 
in their fights for. justice, are only a few of the 
thousands of instances that could be cited 
where capitalists have used their power to 
keep the workers from getting a little more of 
the product of their toll. 

The love for a union by the masters is only 
displayed when Mr. Capitalist has something 
to gain, and in this particular instance the 
object desired by him is the complete ex- 
termination of the Industrial Workers of the 
World, because they (the capitalists) can not 
handle it through labor fakirs, and because its 
members will not stoop to scab. The part that 
the International is playing at present as the 
ally of the lumber companies, to defeat a true 
wage-workers' union, is not its first attempt. 
It was worked in Goldfield. Nevada, where the 
workers were thoroughly organized Indus- 
trially and where labor had succeeded in 
wresting from the masters much better con- 
ditions than had ever before been enjoyed by 



could not whip 
the union, they sent .for and used one Grant 
Hamilton (an official organizer of the A. F. 
of L.) The churches and Montezuma Club 
rooms (the exclusive and secluslve dub of the 
mine owners) were thrown open for his ac- 
commodation; armed thugs were supplied to 
assist him, or rather to see that no Industrial 
Worker opened his mouth. The workers were 
organized into crafts, sewed up in contracts, 
so that one craft would have to scab on an- 
other. The job was complete when the officers 
of the I. W. W. were thrown into Jail on 
trumped-up charges by Pinkerton detectives 
and other hired thugs; wages were then cut; 
the railroad workers, who were enjoying $4.50 
for an eight-hour work day within a radius of 
20 miles of Goldfield, were whipped. One de- 
feat then followed another, and the Interna- 
tional had some members and the dishonor 
and crime attached to it for assisting the mas- 
ters to defeat the workers. As a result of the 
criminal work of these scabs In Goldfield, inno- 
cent men who were officers of the Industrial 
Workers of the World are still in the peniten- 
tiary, and are liable to be there some time to 
come. The Internationals were again brought 
to the assistance of the lumber companies in 
Portland. Oregon, in the spring of 1907, when 
over three thousand lumber workers were on 
strike to try and better their conditions. The 
lumber industry was paralyzed, every mill in 
the city of Portland was closed, hundreds of 
the strikers were hungry, our treasury was 
almost exhausted, thousands suffered priva- 
tions that the wages might be raised and hours 
shortened. . But again when victory was about 
to perch on our banner the International came 
to the rescue of the lumber companies by sup- 
plying union scabs to defeat us. 

Scores of other Instances could be cited, but 
these are enough for those who wish to know 
the truth, and as for converting a professional 
International scab, who wishes to live in idle- 
ness* off the per capita which is robbed from 
the workers by the companies through their 
closed shop agreements, that is impossible, 
neither do we want such traitors within our 
ranks. 

No I. W. W. man will Join the International, 



unless he has lost the last vestige of his 
principles and manhood. The International 
Brotherhood is a name to hide scabs behind, 
as it sounds better to scab under the name of 
a union than without one. 

Every lumber worker who was In Western 
Montana In the spring of 1908 knows that they 
scabbed, and hundreds of honest men were 
gulled into the scab union who would not have 
scabbed had they known the truth; the proof 
of this assertion is that we have scores of 
their cards and buttons that were thrown at 
us by men who refused to scab when the truth 
was made known to them. 

It is to these men who have been duped by a 
smooth company union labor fakir that we j 
wish to reach with this leaflet. 

Hundreds of men have tramped down from 
the Blackfoot. frgm Harpers and BairdsY at 
Stevensville, and other places before they 
would stand for persecution to the extent 1 of 
joining the company union and thus! lick the 
hand that was used to smite them while on 
strike. 

The persecution of telling men that no I. W. 
W. man could work on the job was not work- 
ing fast enough to suit Mr. Capitalist, so a con- 
ference of labor fakirs (scabs) and employers 
was held in Missoula in the month of Decem- 
ber, 1908, in the Rankin Hotel. Some little con- 
cessions were made by the operators. The 
principal one was that the; men would not have 
to pay board for rainy and stormy days when 
not working. We may say that we have never 
paid board in the camps when laying off 
through stormy weather, so if an International 
scab can find any concession in this he is wel- 
come to it. 

However, this is only a hook for the sucker 
to bite at, and join in with the scabs, where 
Mr. Operator can fleece him; but the main 
agreement arrived at between the fakir and the 
labor skinner, was that the closed shop should 
prevail; this means that you will either join 
the International or you will not work. Since 
this closed shop agreement went into effect, or- 
ganizers of the International are going about 
with gun men, belonging to the Companies. 

"Law and Order." 

The gun man does the talking, and his speech 
consists of:— I HAVE BROUGHT THE INTER- 
NATIONAL ORGANIZER WITH ME TO OR- 
GANIZE YOU FELLOWS, AND IF YOU 
OONT WANT TO JOIN, ROLL YOUR BLAN- 
KETS AND HIT THE TRAIL. The men hit 
the trail. 

Quite an intelligent speech all right, and is 
certain not to cause brain fever, by the work- 
ers trying to remember all the fine points in 
it on economics, or the relation of labor to cap- 
ital, how many there are in the ranks of the 
unemployed, the cause, cure, etc. But then 
the master does not want the worker to know 
much. The less the worker knows, the better 
for the Standard Oil Company. 

And fellow workers, this is called Unionism; 
No it is not Unionism, t is the most damnable 
form of persecution, and no man can preserve 
his honor by bsing a party to such persecution, 
by joining it. 

We want Unionism; we must have Union- 
ism; it must free from Capitalistic Control; it 
must be based on intelligence and the class 
struggle. It must be a fighting economic power 
if it will accomplish anything. It must stand 
for one Union, one button, .one label, and one 
enemy — (THE PROFIT MONGER). It must 
not make the workers a slave to it, but the 
Union mutt at all times be ready to assist the 
workers. r That is Industrial Unionism, that is 
what the I. W. W. stands. for. 

The whole matter in a nutshell ie this: The 
Companies want the International bncause it is 
a scab concern, and has assisted the masters to 
reduce wages. The Companies hate the I. W. 
W. for the opposite reason: — Because the I. 
W. W. fought to raise wages and shorten hours, 
which meant a reduction in profits to ths mas- 
ters. The I. W. W. men have olaced thousands 
of dollars into the hands of the workers in the 
lumber industry; therefore the cause for the 
love for one, and the hatred for the other. 

Which do you want? The one that is loved 
because it has lowered the standard of living. 



or the one that ia hated, because it has raised 
the standard of living. 

It is up to you to either be a man, standing 
for Independence, Equality, and Freedom, or a 
Company tool and ally, devoid of principle and 
manhood, and a party to Capitalist persecution. 
Fellow Workers: — 

Don't be. a party to a crime by joining the 
International, and thus assist the Operators to 
persecute us and drive us from our homes, and 
the State. 8tnnd by your class, the! robbed 
class: the wage workers, who produce all 
wealth, and get only a little in return. 

We ask you to UNITE with us in a working- 
man's Unior, as against a Company loved, 
scab arrangement, that will degrade us.

It was easy to see that if 
20 people with no instruments could make 
their way across the country as the "Overall 
Brigade" did, that about a dozen, specially se- 
lected people in a brass band and bright uni- 
forms would certainly be a howling success. 
Such it has been for the first week on the 
road. 

It took nearly three months to get the peo- 
ple.' instruments, tents, trunk*, etc., together. 
There is an investment of about $$00 in thet 
outfit, all of which ia owned by the "bunch." 
Our first meeting' was Eureka, Mont., in the 
lumber strike district. The head "sprag" of 
the thieving lumber corporation was there and 
he was so opposed to the teachings of the I. j 
W. W. and so enraged by the sight of. a work-: 
tog elass In red revolutionary uniforms, that \ 



he bought a couple cases of eggs and proceed- 
ed to get company suckerB and kids to throw 
them at the speakers. However, they were 
caught In the nick of time. The lumberjacks 
were across the street, a few big fists were 
thrust Into the air and the corporation tools 
took a sneak.

When the sheriff, about half filled with booze, 
saw that his masters could not pull off the 
egg act, he cut in and ordered no street meet- 
ing, etc. A good meeting was held, however. 
In the hall and the whole matter redounded to 
the benefit of the I. W. W. Finishing our 
meeting at 9 p. m.. we were on our way to Kal- 
lepell and thence to Somers. Several meetings 
were held at both places and each was a hoarl- 
lng success.

The receipts have 
rurr from f 12 to |20 at a meeting and .the liv- 
ing expense Is about 12 centB per meal. Two 
meals are served dally.

But one thing has been made clear to all 
those that are willing to see and that Is the 
fact that the organization, more and more, 
seems to have no other aim or reason for ita 
existence but how to devise ways and means 
to collect dues. The whole discussion did not 
center around as to how to get at the bosses 
and get more to eat, more wages, shorter 
hours; Oh no! but how we can arrange It with 
operators, so that they will collect our dues! 
Shame on such an organization, whose Ideals 
and principles are so base' that they would low- 
er the dignity of the working class to the 
point of asking their every day exploiter to be 
their financial secretary in fact and practice. 
The whole proposition has proved to the world, 
that In spite of all the claims of the ability of 
T L. Lewis as a labor leader, made by the cap 
ttallst press, he is better fitted to represent 
dogs than he is men. No man would have al- 
lowed the mine owners deliberately to insult 
hint; they were not only anxious to Insult him. 
l»:it they were Insulting the mine slaves, and' 
when he accepted their Insult without remon- 
strances, he proved himself before the world 
of men a dirtier coward than even Mitchell did, 
when he made the statement that "Shorter 
hours, increase the intensity and efficiency of 
labor.** (See Anthracite Strike Commission's 
Ke|Hirt. page 51ft.) 

Mr. Lewis says that he recognizes the right 
of the oi>erators to own the mines and that 
they have the right to run the same as they 
see fit, surely all the Bears will agree to that 
—"like master like slave." 

Mine workers! during all this controversy 
there has been but one group of men, members 
of your class, suffering the same miseries that 
you suffer that has had the courage to speak 
out In the open and tell you. at all seasons 
that you mere being led to a sure defeat and 
betrayal. That group is organized in the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World. 

The labor misleaders lured you in to the 
false idea that you had millions of dollars at 
your back in case of conflict with the oppres- 
sors, these were false promises, but if It were 
true that yon could ever have sufficient funds 
to beat the bosses, there would be no necessity 
of a strike at all. Industrial freedom for the 
coal miners or any other portion of the work- 
ing class cannot be attained by money, not by 
buying it. not by pitting money bags of the 
workers against those of the shirkers, but by 
the organization of the entire working class 
freedom can and muat ba attained.. ' All other 
methods means sure defeat. 

The Bitter Pangs of the Past and Their Lesson. 

The bitter defeats and betrayals of the past 
should all serve to tench you the lesson, yes 
bKter lesson; but such is the struggle, and only 
those men that are willing to carry on the 
struggle, are worthy of the name of honorable 
members of the army of toll; all others are 
mere camp followers. 

The Industrial Workers of the World has 
raised the banner of revolt against the masters 
of the coal mines; it bids all true workers gath- 
er under Its crimson color. You are not In- 
vited into an organization of contract and 
check-off system howlers; we would not lower 
ourself to any such demands. You are not In- 
vited to a love feast or a peace. conclave with 
the operators. No, fellow workers of the 
mines, we don't Invite you to a peace gather- 
ing, we Invite you to the fight, to the struggle 
—invite yon to l»e men; to take your place In 
the ranks of brave men and not cowards. Cow-

They found 
out themselves that competition meant annihi- 
lation, so they got together and combined. 
Capital to day is International. In order to 
compete with them for supremacy, labor must 
be international also. The sooner the wage 



you could , have all you produced. The work- 
ers must own the means of production. From 
the beginning of history, the earth has been 
held by force. Whenever a stronger force/ ap- 
peared on the field, they took possession. You 
Workers should be the strongest force today in- 
stead of being slaves. But all you look for Is 
work! As long as you have a little money In 
your pocket, and a job, you Imagine you are 
going to be a capitalist yourself some day. 
Quit those pipe dreams! Don't be satisfied 
with your miserable little pittance, for you will 
wake up some day with nothing— like the ,re»t 
of us. At the time of creation man was the 
only thing created that was exempt from the 
dominion of man and today, you allow your- 
selves to be exploited by a few Individuals. It 
Is a disgrace to the world that such a condi- 
tion should exist. Unless you are all organ- 
ized Industrially together you must forever be 
slaves. Craft unionism must be eliminated, 
the sooner the better. The workers belong 
together, from the) lowest to the highest. Your 
Interests are identical. You have only one foe 
to conquer and that is the tottering capitalistic 
system. Unite together and instead of brother- 
hood of man being a fantasy of the brain, it 
will become a reality

General Organizer W. E. Trautmann was 
called away' last week to the Berkshire county 
district of Massachusetts to address a meeting 
of a textile workers' union, with a membership 
of 380. By request he addressed another meet- 
ing of the Workmen's Sick and Death Benefit 
Fund, a socialist organization, and received in- 
vitations to return to the district to complete 
the work.
